Looking at the 
poverty of our people, the losses they 
have suffered from repeated fires, and 
the outrageous exactions of the Turk- 
ish government, it may well,be doubted 
whether any other community on. mis- 
sionary ground have done so well. In 
addition it may be said that our people 
wholly support their own pulpits and 
common schools, and carry on at. their 
own expense successful missionary: 
work in Zeitoun and Geben. 

The necessily for the new Academy, 
and the most promising field before it 
will be set forth hereafter in this paper.

There can be little doubt that, as 
was suggested in an editorial of the 


last TOWNSMAN, the old Andover has 
passed. There may be much that is 


-stimulating, prosperous, in the new 


Andover already ‘here, but the distin- 
guished high bred appearance, the 
scholarly quiet, and the idyllic beauty, 
characterizing the old, have%vanished 
never to return, : 
Sadly do we regret, sincerely do we 
mourn this lost loveliness, and we sym- 
pathize heartily with many of our most 
estimable citizens who think that there 


is no longer any especial reason for 


living in Andover, over cities and. vil 
lages nearer their business, less expen- 
sive in food and service, and more con- 
venient in all material conditions. We 
question too with many men of excel- 
lent judgment, if instead of being in- 
ereased, real estate is not even now 
diminished in value by our last acquisi- 
tion, a street railway.

Now a remedy as well asa great as- 
sistance to philosophy in our present 
novel surroundings would be that, first, 
the new electric cars should not’ be 
permitted to run so fast, especially 
down the hill.

The Franklin Sentinel has an inter- 


esting extract from an address given 


by a DM. Hodge) ih that place 
‘on a recent Sunday: 

The aim of. newspapers ig to make a 
profit, They can claim the good which 
results from publicity, and they must 
also take the evil from the same sourve. 

‘They are not to be regarded as a great 
moral force. Ido not think many of 
them seriously claim to ha olaer a force. 
They caniot be with the ‘aims: 
which they have although ‘they may 
exert a powerful moral influence in- 
directly... The first aim Of the news- 
paper is to give the news of the world 
and they ate not to be regarded as au- 
thority in thought or opinion. The 
writers are usually well informed upon 
many subjects, but cannot be expected 
to be so in all matters. “God's purpose 
is served by newspapers and they exert 
a good influence ‘in’ behalf of truth and 
truthfulness, not always by the force 
of their own example,as they do’ not 
always tell the exact truth about can- 
didates and political parties, but simply 
because they stand for publicity: They 
find out what is going on in all parts of 
the ‘world and. publish to the world. 
By this it becomes difficult to hide 
truth or falsehood. e 

Newspapers make for intelligence; 
we are an intelligent people because 
we are @ nation of readers. Newspa- 
pers develep human sympathy. The 
need and suffering in all. parts of the 
world is made known and can be re- 
lieved, so it enlarges the scope of hu- 
man sympathy. 

But nothing in this world is perfect, 
and the modern newspaper sometimes 
thinks itself superior to Jaw. ,.The New 
York law that newspapers should, not 
publish details of executions is a just 
and necessary one. The accused hasia 
public trial; the execution should be’ 
private for nothing is more demoraly 
ing than details of such scenes, y t 
nearly all the New York dailies deli 
erately violated the law. The news- 
papers are no more superior to the law 
than individyals, and one should be 
punished for violations as wack as the 
other, . 

Some papers are not outltentty care- 
ful of private character and arly 
private rights; some of them int 
large-cities-pander to the tastes of the 
lower classes.’ Some of them have tof 
much conscience to do this. Count 
weeklies are decent, more worthy to be 
in the familys: So thee .are ‘those to 
benefit and those of evil influence, and 
it is‘ours to choose as wisely as we can. 
Abstinance from the low and’ vulgar is 
the price which must be paid for intel- 
lectua] pleasure.

Shortly after the dawn of Tuesday 
morning, death, quite unlooked for, 
called peacefully to himself one of our 
worthy and’ respected neighbors, Miss 
Ann Maria Johnson, the virtues of whose 
life are well worthy of imitation. She 
was the daughter of Edmund and Nancy

After a residence of 
many years on the homestead, she lived 
for a short time in the Stephen Parker 
house on Elm Street, then removing to 
her late home on Church Street, which 
she occupied for nearly twenty years.

Selectmen, yet on 
the part ‘of the! latter’ there appears to 
have been ‘a decided ‘neglect in giving 
proper attention to its constraction. The
